In fact, It may be sold of all these 


alliances between the great powers 
that they are entered inCo with great 
caution, and a determination ou tlie 
part of the statesmen not to go too far, 
not to commit themselves to alliances , 
which may entangle tliem in broils 
with, nations with -which they really 
have no quarrel. An instance of this 
caution Is found In the so called en- 
trance of Great Britain in. 1907 in the 
sphere of the triple alliance 
P'riend- 


Bhlp between Italy, a party to the 
triple alliance, and England is tradi- 
tional 
Tlie triple alliance WHS alleged 


to be hostile to Great Britain, yet Italy 
could but feel that 3u some, spheres 
she had, with respect to Great Britain, 
a common policy. 


While this "was for some time a mere 


understanding, it was of such impor- 
tance that Lord Lansdowne said on one 
occasion. In the house of lords, "If 
tlie status quo In the ^Mediterranean 
hUonld be disturbed, tuls country might 
duel itself acting ill co-opeiatlon with. 
Italy." The bearing1 of thflt remark 
upon the It.iliau relations with Ger- 
many n nd Austria, the other

000, while that of Great Britain is less 
than a fifth of that of Russia and Jess

of the

France, beins about 750,000 men. In 
a clash between the three great powers 
of the triole alliance and the three ot 
tbe triple entente tbe navies must nec- 
essarily play a great part, if not the 
chief part.
